The  Evangelical  Lutheran,  Synod  of  South  Carolina  convened 
in  Ebenezer  Church,  Columbia,  S.  C,  October  24,  1888,  and 
began  the  exercises  of  the  Sixty -fourth  Annual  Session. 

The  Synodical  Sermon  was  preached  by  Kev.  S.  T.  Hallman, 
President,  of  Synod,  from  1  Cor.  9:  24-27.

The  President,  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallinan,  read  his  report  which  was 
received  and  held  for  reference  to  proper  committee. 

President's  Report. 

Dear  Brethren: — The  noiseless  and  almost  imperceptible  flight  of 
time  has  borne  us  through  another  synodical  year,  during  which  God  has 
graciously  preserved  us,  and  we  have  assembled  to  take  note  of  our  labors, 
and  to  legislate  for  the  future  welfare  of  our  Zion  With  grateful  hearts 
for  mercies  past  received,  and  in  humble  reliance  upon  the  triune  God,  let 
us  vigorously  lay  hold  on  the  work  before  us,  assured  that  Heaven's  bene- 
diction will  rest  upon  all  well-directed  efforts  for  the  extension  of  the 
Redeemer's  Kingdom. 

As  the  official  representative  of  the  Synod,  in  the  interim  since  our 
last  meeting,  I  have  performed  the  duties  of  the  office  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  and  submit  for  your  consideration  and  approval  this  report  of  my 
official  acts. 

RESIGNATIONS  AND  CALLS  ACCEPTED. 

December  5,  1887,  Rev.  A.  W.  Lindler  notified  me  that  he  had  been 
called  to  serve  Providence  Church,  Lexington  County,  as  a  supply,  and 
asked  my  consent  to  the  same.    The  request  was  granted. 

January  15,  1888,  Rev.  J.  Hawkins,  D.  D.,  resigned  the  pastoral  care 
of  St.  Luke's  Church.  Newberry  County,  accepted  a  call  to  Pastorate  No. 
2,  Orangeburg  County,  and  entered  upon  the  work  there  on  the  10th  of 
February  last. 

January  21,  1888,  Rev.  D.  Kyser  informed  me  that  he  had  accepted  a 
call  to  become  pastor  of  Bethlehem,  Nazareth  and  St.  David's  Churches 
made  vacant  by  the  death  of  Rev.  B.  Kreps,  and  had  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  the  Pastorate. 

January  30, 1888,  Rev.  J.  H.  Wilson  gave  notice  of  his  resignation  of 
Pastorate  No.  2,  Orangeburg  County,  to  take  effect  February  8th,  and  of 
his  acceptance  of  a  call  tendered  him  by  Pastorate  No.  1,  Barnwell 
County. 

February  9,  1888,  Rev.  L.  K.  Probst  informed  me  of  his  acceptance  of 
the  importar  t  position  of  General  Secretary  o  f  the  Mission  Board  of  the 
United  Synod,  which  office  he  has  since  filled  to  tha  entire  satisfaction  of 
the  Chureh. 

February  17,  1888,  Mr.  J.  H.  Von  Sprecken,  Secretary  of  Coumcil  of 
Holy  Trinity  Church,  Augusta,  Ga.,  notified  me  that  Rev.  E.  E.  Barclay 
had  resigned,  resignation  to  take  effect  on,  or  before,  June  1st,  1888. 

May  18, 1888,  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman  resigned  the  Bethlehem  Pastorate, 
Newberry  County,  and  accepted  the  earnest  call  of  the  Augusta  Mission 
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Church,  the  Executive  Committee  on  Missions  concurring  in  the  call.  He 
began  his  labors  in  Augusta  June  1st,  1888. 

In  June  Be  v.  Prof.  J.  B.  Fox  accepted  a  call  to  supply  the  Bethlehem 
Pastorate  until  the  present  meeting  of  Synod. 

July  2,  1888,  Candidate  M.  J.  Epting  notified  me  that  he  had  accepted  a 
call  from  St.  Luke's  Church,  and  entered  upon  his  duties.  He  had  served 
this  church,  together  with  the  O'Neall  congregation,  four  months  previously 
at  the  same  time  preaching  once  each  month  for  Pastor  Marks  at  Pros- 
perity, S.  C.  I  approved  his  acceptance  of  the  call  tendered  him,  author- 
ized him  to  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him  up  to  our  present  meet- 
ing, except  such  as  belong  exclusively  to  the  ordained  ministry.  You 
will,  therefore,  be  expected  to  decide  the  question  of  his  ordination  at  this 
convention  of  our  Synod. 

August  3,  1888,  Kev.  B.  C.  Holland,  of  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.,  informed 
me  that  he  had  accepted  a  call  to  become  pastor  of  Wentworth  Street 
Church,  Charleston,  S.  C,  and  would  enter  upon  his  labors  there  on  the 
14th  of  the  present  month. 

In  the  Lutheran  Visitor  of  September  6th,  18S8,  Bev.  J.  D.  Bowles 
informs  the  Church  at  large  of  his  resignation  of  Pastorate  No.  7,  to  take 
effect  on  the  1st  of  November  next.  He  has  accepted  a  call  from  Pastor- 
ate No.  3. 

September  17,  1888,  Mr.  O.  L.  Strock,  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Council  of 
Pine  Grove  and  Trinity  Churches,  Orangeburg  County,  officially  notified 
me  of  the  resignation  of  Bev.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps  to  go  into  effect  at  the  close 
of  the  present  synodical  year.  Bro.  Strock  writes:  "He  leaves  us  with 
the  best  feelings  existing  between  us  as  church  and  pastor."  Pastor  Kreps 
subsequently  wrote  me  that  he  had  accepted  a  call  from  the  Giles  Charge 
in  the  Southwest  Virginia  Synod. 

Bev.  Prof.  S.  S.  Bahn  has  resigned  the  St.  Stephen's  Pastorate,  Lex- 
ington County,  resignation  to  take  effect  at  this  session  of  Synod. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  that  Bro.  H.  F.  Shealy  has  acceptably 
served  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Savannah,  Ga.,  during  the  vacation 
of  the  pastor,  Bev.  W.  S.  Bowman,  D.  D.  He  will  appear  at  our  present 
meeting  as  a  candidate  for  ordination. 

DISMISSIONS. 

August  16,  1888,  at  his  request,  I  gave  to  Bev.  E.  E.  Barclay  a  certifi- 
cate of  membership  to  enable  him  to  unite  with  thei  Georgia  Synod,  his 
connection  with  us  to  cease  when  officially  notified  of  his  acceptance  by 
that  body.  Such  notice  has  been  given  me  by  Bev.  J.  Austin,  President 
of  the  Synod  of  Georgia,  subject  to  approval  of  his  Synod. 

August  30,  1888,  by  request,  Bev.  Prof.  Holmes  Dysinger  was  furnished 
with  a  letter  of  dismissal  to  unite  with  the  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois. 
Notice  of  his  reception  by  that  body  has  been  received,  and  accordingly 
his  connection  with  us  has  ceased. 
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ADMISSIONS  AND  INSTALLATIONS. 

November  20, 1887,  Rev.  E.  E.  Barclay  was  installed  pastor  of  Holy- 
Trinity  Church,  Augusta,  Ga.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  S.  S. 
Rahn,  Rev.  Dr.  Hawkins  taking  part  in  the  service. 

December  1st,  1887,  Rev.  W.  C.  Schaeffer,  upon  deposit  of  honorable 
dismissal  from  the  Virginia  Synod,  was  received  and  welcomed  as  a  mem- 
ber of  this  body,  and  on  the  18th  of  December  was  installed  pastor  of 
Luther  Chapel,  Newberry,  Revs.  J.  Hawkins,  D.  D.,  and  G.  W.  Holland, 
D.  D.,  officiating. 

December  11,  1887,  Rev.  E.  A.  Wingard  was  installed  pastor  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Columbia,  Rev.  Prof.  A.  G.  Voigt  officiating. 

January  29,1888,  Rev.  W.  A.  Julian,  on  presentation  of  honorable  dis- 
mission from  Georgia  Synod,  was  cordially  welcomed  into  our  body,  and 
installed  pastor  of  the  Bethlehem  Charge  April  8th  by  Prof.  A.  G.  Voigt. 

February  12,  1888,  Rev.  J.  H.  Wilson  was  installed  pastor  of  the  Barn- 
well charge,  Rev.  J.  Steck,  D.  D.,  officiating. 

March  4, 1888,  Rev.  J.  Hawkins,  D.  D.,  was  installed  pastor  of  St. 
Matthew's  and  Mt.  Lebanon  Churches,  Orangeburg'  County,  Rev.  E.  A. 
Wingard  officiating. 

October  1 0,  1888,  Rev.  R.  C.  Holland,  upon  presentation  of  honorable 
dismissal  frcm  the  Synod  of  Maryland,  was  welcomed  into  our  Synod, 
and  on  October  14  was  installed  pastor  of  Wentworth  Street  Church, 
Charleston,  Revs.  E.  T.  Horn,  D.  D.,  and  E.  A.  Wingard  performing  the 
service  of  installation. 

COBNER-STOKE  LAYING  AND  DEDICATIC  NS. 

November  20,  1887,  I  preached  the  dedicatory  seimon,  and  Rev.  S.  S„ 
Rahn  solemnly  consecrated  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Augusta,  Ga. 

March  27,  1888,  I  laid  the  corner-stone  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Columbia, 
and  on  June  24  the  church  was  dedicated  by  Revs.  G.  WT.  Holland,  D.  D.,. 
and  Prof.  A.  G.  Voigt,  the  latter  preaching  the  sermon. 

October  15, 1888,  Rev.  Z.  W.  Bedenbaugh  informed  me  that  he  had 
been  serving  the  Blythewood  Church  regularly  since  July  last.  Through 
his  efficient  labors  the  house  of  worship  has  been  completed  and  was 
dedicated  to  the  Triune  God  on  the  14th  inst.,  under  the  name,  "St. 
Mark's  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  Richland  County,  S.  C."  Rev.  Div 
Holland  preached  the  dedication  sermon.  This  congregation  asks  that 
Synod  give  them  pastoral  relations. 

REV.  C.  F.  BANSEMER,  D.  D. 

A  letter  received  from  this  brother  gives  the  information  that  he  has 
suffered  many  privations  during  the  yellow  fever  scourge  in  Jacksonville, 
Fla.,  is  himself  well  nigh  broken  down,  and  greatly  in  need  of  help.  His 
appeal  for  aid  will  receive  due  attention  at  your  hands. 

SYNODICAL  COMMUNION. 

By  resolution  adopted  at  our  last  meeting  the  Synodical  Communion 
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was  to  have  been  had  at  the  opening  of  the  present  session,  but  Rev.  M. 
M.  Kinard  wrote  me  on  the  25th  of  September  in  behalf  of  his  congrega- 
tion praying  that  the  communion  be  administered  on  the  Lord's  day  as 
heretofore.  Feeling  that  this  request,  coming  as  it  does  from  the  pastor 
and  council  of  the  church  entertaining  us,  deserved  a  most  respectful  con- 
sideration at  my  hands,  and  that  Synod  would  bear  me  out  in  the  course 
taken,  the  request  was  granted,  subject  to  your  approval. 

SYNODICAL  CONSTITUTION. 

There  exists  an  urgent  need  for  the  completion  and  early  publication  of 
our  Synodical  Constitution.  I,  therefore,  kindly  and  earnestly  urge  this 
matter  upon  you  for  such  action  as  in  your  united  judgment  you  may 
deem  proper. 

I  also  press  the  necessity  of  a  Constitution  for  the  government  of  con- 
gregations, inasmuch  as  the  formation  of  the  United  Synod  and  the 
adoption  of  the  Common  Service  have  rendered  inoperative  the  old  For- 
mula for  the  government  and  discipline  of  our  churches. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  success  of  our  Educational  and  Mission 
interests,  rejoice  in  the  appearance  and  general  acceptability  of  the  Com- 
mon Service,  and  we  praise  God  for  the  encouraging  prospects  before  our 
Lutheran  Church. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God  and  to  the  Word  of 
His  grace  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to  give  you  an  inheritance 
incorruptible,  undefiled,  and  that  fadeth  not  away.

Friday,  October  2Gth,  1888,  9  A.  M. 

Synod  was  opened  with  devotional  services  conducted  by  Rev. 
J.  C.  Brodfuehrer,  D.  D. 

Roll  was  called,  minutes  of  previous  sessions  were  read  and 
approved. 
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A  letter  was  read  from  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Bolles,  Chaplain  of  the 
State  Lunatic  Asylum,  which  was  referred  to  the  proper  com- 
mittee. 

W.  A.  Rice  was  excused  from  attendance  upon  Synod  after 
to-day's  session. 

The  Delegates  to  the  last  meeting  of  the  United  Synod  made 
their  report. 

Report  of  Delegates  to  the  United  Synod. 

The  delegates  to  the  United  Synod  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
were  present  at  the  meeting  of  that  body  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascen- 
sion at  Savannah,  November  24-29,  1887.  They  were  gratified  by  the 
evidences  of  unity  of  sentiment  and  purpose  in  those  who  hitherto 
have  not  been  associated  in  the  work  of  the  Church,  and  ©n  the  other 
hand  were  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  subordinating  local  interests 
to  the  general  concerns  of  our  Southern  Church.  Much  time  was 
given  to  practical  matters.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  has 
long  been  in  the  hands  of  our  people,  therefore  it  remains  for  us  only 
to  provide  what  balance  may  be  due  of  our  share  of  the  apportion- 
ment for  Missions,  viz.:  $800  for  Home  Missions,  and  $400 for  Foreign. 

The  Common  Service  also  has  appeared  since  that  meeting.  The 
United  Synod  has  requested  the  District  Synods  to  make  offers  and 
suggestions  for  the  location  of  a  Theological  Seminary.  As  there  will 
be  another  Convention  of  this  Synod  before  the  next  meeting  of  the 
United  Synod,  we  should  decide  whether  to  prepare  such  an  offer 
now,  or  leave  it  to  a  committee  to  report  next  year. 

Our  Synod  is  assessed  $70  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  United 
Synod.  We  are  informed  this  has  already  been  paid  by  our 
Treasurer. 

The  beginning  of  an  Orphan's  Home  was  reported.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  report  on  the  feasibility  of  a  Lutheran  Seamen's  Aid 
Society.  A  firm  answer  was  returned  to  respectful  overtures  from  the 
Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

The  Committee  on  By-laws  reported  the  old  By-laws  of  the  General 
Synod,  with  the  addition  of  three  rules  in  reference  to  the  general 
work  of  the  United  Synod.  As  these  refer  to  the  distinctive  work  of 
the  United  Synod,  they  do  not  call  for  positive  action  on  the  part  of 
this  Synod;  but  as  some  of  them  may  seem  inconvenient  or  unneces- 
sary, and  one  involves  questions  which  in  either  case  would  trouble 
the  conveniences  of  some,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  advise  that 
they  be  not  adopted  or  rejected  until  thorough  discussion  and  patient 
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study  of  the  Word  of  God  have  led  all  our  churches  to  substantial 
unanimity  on  the  principles  involved.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  held  February,  our  Mis- 
sionary at  Augusta  reported  as  follows:

Losses:  By  death,  I;  by  letter,  2;  by  removal,  3.  Present  member- 
ship, 52.  Number  of  Sunday-school  Scholars  40.  Number  of  Teachers 
7.    Catechumens  40. 

Amount  paid  salary,  present  year,  $666. 

At  this  meeting  a  letter  was  received  from  Rev.  E.  E.  Barclay 
resigning  this  charge  in  Augusta.  The  committee  after  considering 
the  matter  accepted  Bro.  Barclay's  resignation,  to  take  effect  on  June 
1st. 

At  this  meeting  Dr.  Hawkins  resigned  the  chairmanship  and  Dr. 
Holland  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  notice  was  received  from  the  congregation 
in  Augusta  saying  they  had  also  accepted  Bro.  Barclay's  resignation 
and  asked  the  committee  to  send  some  one  to  preach  for  them.  Dr. 
Holland  visited  them  and  the  committee  sent  Bro.  H.  F.  Shealy,  of 
the  Seminary,  to  preach  for  them. 

At  a  meeting  held  April  28th,  the  fact  was  made  known  to  the 
committee  that  Bro.  Barclay  had  left  Augusta  and  that  the  congrega- 
tion had  extended  a  call  to  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman  to  become  their  pastor 
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and  asked  the  committee  to  unite  with  them  in  the  call,  they  offering 
to  pay  $400  towards  salary,)  which  was  done.  Bro.  Hallmau  accepted 
the  eall  upon  the  following  proposition  from  the  committee:  "That 
we  promise  to  pay  $300  towards  the  support  of  Missionary  at  Augusta, 
Bro.  Hallman,  and  that  we  will  ask  the  General  Board  of  Missions 
for  S100,  and  should  they  decline  to  appropriate  that  amount,  then 
we  as  Executive  Committee  of  South  Carolina  Synod,  pledge  Synod 
for  the  additional  one  hundred  dollars." 

Our  acts  have  not  been  many,  but  we  trust  under  the  guiding 
hand  of  Providence  that  they  may  be  far  reaching  in  results,  and 
accomplish  much  good  for  the  Master.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College  was 
made  and  considered  by  items. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College 

To  (he  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina: 

It  cannot  be  otherwise  than  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  the  College 
that  the  past  year  was  a  successful  one,  and  that  the  beginning  of  the 
present  year  is  unusually  promising  and  encouraging. 

1.  The  Board  has  decided  not  to  fill  the  chair  of  Ancient  Languages, 
made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Prof.  Dysinger,  until  its  annual 
meeting  to  be  held  in  June  next — the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Board  being  authorized  to  make  such  provisional  arrangements  for 
rilling  the  vacant  chair  as  they  may  deem  best. 

2.  The  Board  further  decided  that  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to 
place  an  agent  in  the  field  for  the  purpose  of  securing  funds  for  the 
erection  of  dwelling  houses  for  the  Professors,  and  for  said  agent  to 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  indicated  by  the  Board;  and  that 
this  action  of  the  Board  be  laid  beiore  Synod  during  its  present  meet- 
ing, and  that  that  body  be  urgently  requested  to  co-operate  in  this 
work  by  taking  such  steps  as  may  be  required  to  insure  its  success. 

3.  A  department  of  Technology  has  been  created  by  the  Board,  and 
a  competent  instructor  has  been  elected  to  take  charge  of  said  depart- 
ment.   This  school  will  be  opened  on  the  3d  day  of  December  next. 

4.  On  page  28  of  the  Minutes  of  the  last  annual  Convention  of  Synod 
an  appropriation  of  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  was  made  to  assist  in 
paying  professors'  salaries,  and  to  keep  the  College  building  insured^ 
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only  a  part  of  which  has  been  paid.  The  Board  most  respectfully  ask 
Synod  to  pay  the  balance  at  once. 

5.  The  Board  at  its  last  annual  meeting  again  guaranteed  the 
salaries  of  the  College  professors,  and  passed  a  resolution  asking 
Synod  to  contribute  five  hundred  dollars  in  order  that  this  guarantee 
may  be  made  good  and  that  the  College  building  may  be  kept  insured.

Synod  was  received  and  read  in  open  session. 

The  Report  of  Committee  on  Conferences  was  made. 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Conferences. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  : 
1.  Newberry  Conference.  This  Conference  has  had  regular,  well- 
attended  and  interesting  meetings.  The  discussions  were  both  prac- 
tical and  doctrinal.  Financial  aid  was  given  to  the  Blythewood  Mis- 
sion, Ridge  Road  Church,  and  also  for  educational  purposes.  Vacan- 
cies in  the  Conference  have  been  spiritually  provided.  At  one  of  the 
sessions  of  Conference  there  was  a  discussion  of  the  question  :  "What 
are  the  Constitutional  Rights  and  Powers  of  Conference  and  its  Con- 
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gregations  ?"  By  motion  the  question  was  referred  to  Synod  for  an 
answer. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  this  answer  be  given. 

2.  A  resolution  was  adopted  by  this  Conference  advising  the  pro- 
posal of  a  plan  for  a  Disabled  Minister's  Fund  to  this  Synod.  The 
Committee  who  are  to  propose  this  plan  have  not  been  able  to  formu- 
late a  satisfactory  one.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Synod  take  this 
matter  into  consideration. 

3.  Central  Conference.  This  Conference  has  also  had  stated  and 
interesting  meetings.  The  organic  union  with  the  South  Carolina 
Conference  of  the  Tennessee  Synod  has  been  effected.  A  joint  Confer- 
ence was  held  in  April  last  and  in  September,  and  also  a  joint  Sunday 
School  Convention  was  held  during  the  summer.  There  is  reason 
for  gratification  on  this  happy  issue  of  what  has  been  in  preparation 
for  some  time.  This  organic  union  does  not  interfere  with  the  iden- 
tity of  the  respective  Conferences. 

4.  Orangeburg  Conference.  This  Conference  has  been  active  in 
its  work,  holding  its  regular  meetings  with  practical  and  doctrinal 
discussions.  Orange  Chapel  was  aided  by  the  Orangeburg  and  the 
Joint  Conferences.  A  Sunday-school  Convention  was  held  in  Sep- 
tember. A  Committee  of  this  Conference  has  a  memorial  to  present 
to  this  Synod,  which  we  recommend  to  be  read  and  acted  on.

Rev.  Dr.  Darby,  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  was  welcomed  to  the 
floor  of  Synod, 

Report  on  the  State  of  Religion. 

This  report  must  necessarily  be  based  upon  the  statement  of  the 
several  pastors  concerning  the  state  of  religion  in  their  respective 
pastorates.  While  some  of  them  furnish  very  meagre  data  for  a  sat- 
isfactory conclusion,  and  others  scarcely  lift  the  curtain  for  even  a 
glimpse  into  the  congregational  life,  nevertheless  they  disclose  some 
points  in  common. 

The  past  year  has  been  evidently  one  of  continuous  and  faithful 
labor  on  the  part  of  our  pastors,  in  the  preaching  of  the  Word,  the 
administration  of  the  Sacraments,  and  in  pastoral  solicitude,  over- 
sight and  direction  in  regard  to  the  general  and  local  work. 
From  this  fact,  coupled  with  the  divine  promises,  we  are  led  to  the 
reasonable  as  well  as  scriptural  inference  that  the  Divine  Spirit  is 
operative  as  a  positive  agent  in  preserving  and  intensifying  the  reli- 
gious life  of  our  churches,  and  so  these  reports  reveal  increasing  con- 
sideration by  the  people  for  the  pastor  as  a  minister  of  God  to  them 
for  good,  both  in  respect  to  his  personal  comfort,  and  in  helpfulness 
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and  co-operation  with  hi  In  in  the  blessed  work  of  lengthening  the 
cords  and  strengthening  the  stakes  of  the  tent  of  the  Lord's  house. 

Now  and  then  some  pastor  will  admit  us  for  a  moment  into  the 
inner  chamber  of  his  heart  sorrow  over  the  apathy  of  a  portion  of  his 
membership,  or  invite  us  to  weep  with  him  in  the  shadows  of  disap- 
pointment with  respect  to  the  vineyard  ;  but  hope  prevails  over  all 
and  through  all,  and  it  is  inspiring  to  see  such  interest,  hopefulness 
and  careful  devotion  on  the  part  of  our  pastors  and  their  uniform 
courage  of  purpose  with  respect  to  the  future.  They  speak  almost 
without  variation  of  the  good  attendance  upon  the  ministrations  of 
the  sanctuary,  the  enlargement  of  the  Sunday-school  work,  the  in- 
crease of  the  missionary  spirit  and  the  efficiency  of  the  Ladies'  Mis- 
sionary and  Aid  Societies  of  the  Church.  It  is  true  that  there  are  no 
reports  of  large  accessions  to  the  Church,  nor  of  marked  increase 
in  benevolence  ;  but  the  record  of  the  past  year  eucouragesus  to  look 
forward  with  faith  and  hope,  and  to  devise  still  more  liberal  things. 

Allusion  is  made  by  several  pastors  to  the  notable  absence  from 
prayer  meeting,  and  also  from  the  Sunday  services  of  the  sanctuary, 
of  a  large  portion  of  the  male  members  of  the  Church.  As  this  is  a 
fault  only  too  general,  especially  in  our  towns  and  cities,  it  should 
command  the  attention  of  Synod,  and  the  note  of  alarm  should  be  so 
loud  as  to  be  heard  throughout  our  borders.  It  threatens  serious 
peril  to  our  Church  life,  and  marks  a  fatal  weakness  in  the  Church's 
efficiency  every  way,  but  especially  in  impressing  favorably  the  out- 
lying masses.  A  godless  community  can  be  impressed  savingly  only 
by  the  men  uniting  with  our  godly  women  in  the  service  and  work 
of  the  Church.  Our  religion  needs  to  be  commended  to  the  masses 
of  ungodly  men  about  us  through  manly  hearts  of  like  passions  illus- 
trating, as  in  Christ  and  his  Apostles,  its  adaptability  to  manly 
natures.  It  is  a  burning  shame  that  the  women,  ever  willing  and 
zealous,  are  left,  in  some  places  at  least,  almost  alone  to  the  unequal 
task  of  reclaiming  the  unsaved  multitudes.  Not  until  the  men  who 
profess  and  call  themselves  Christians  show  an  earnest  and  intelli- 
gent zeal  in  co-operation  with  our  devoted  women,  will  the  Church 
become  the  power  that  it  was  in  Apostolic  and  Reformation  days. 

As  an  offset  to  this  tendency  we  arc  glad  to  note  that  in  not  a  few 
of  our  congregations  the  young  men  have  been  organized  under  the 
supervision  of  the  pastors  into  associations  for  the  development  of 
personal  piety  and  lay  activity,  and  as  schools  of  training  for  useful- 
ness in  the  Church  of  the  future.  We  should  labor  to  hold  and  de- 
velop our  young  men  and  beget  in  them  a  greater  devotion  to  the 
sanctuary  of  God  and  to  Christian  endeavor.  The  luxury  of  service 
of  our  Lord  once  fairly  tested  is  not  lightly  or  easily  surrendered; 
and  so  the  future  efficiency  of  our  Church  is  found  in  the  early  de- 
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velopment  of  our  young  people  in  the  practical  exercise  of  the  grace 
offered  in  the  Word  and  Sacraments.

Dear  Sisters  and  Co-laborers  in  the  Master's  Service  : 

Grace  and  peace  be  unto  you  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

At  the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
"Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  South  Carolina 
Synod,  our  President  tendered  her  resignation,  which  was  accepted,  and 
the  duties  of  her  office  devolve  upon  me,  and  I  submit  for  your  earnest 
consideration  the  following  report : 

The  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary  will  each  submit  a  report 
to  this  meetmg,showing  the  local  societies  reporting  and  the  amounts  col- 
lected during  the  past  year,  and  how  disbursed. 

The  first  organization  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  within  the 
bounds  of  our  Synod  took  place  in  January  1885,  and  the  receipts  that 
have  come  into  the  hands  of  oar  Treasurer  to  November,  1885,

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  much  has  been  accomplished.  To  oar  dear 
Lord  be  all  the  praise.  But  much  more  remains  to  be  done.  ''There  re- 
mains much  land  yet  to  be  possessed."  I  desire  in  a  most  special  man- 
ner to  beg  the  officers  of  the  local  societies  to  renew  their  efforts  in  be- 
half of  our  mission  work  in  foreign  lands  where  so  many  perishing  thous- 
ands are  without  the  blessed  privileges  of  the  Gospel.  In  our  own  fair 
land  the  need  for  funds  to  extend  the  bounds  of  our  beloved  church  is 
great,  and  we  pray  that  you  may  devise  wisely  and  liberally  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  struggling  mission  churches  which  throughout  all  the  borders 
of  our  Southern  country  are  crying  loudly  for  aid. 

Permit  me  to  suggest  that  some  formal  action  be  adopted  returning  our 
thanks  to  the  Board  of  Missions  for  their  earnest  and  successful  efforts  in 
the  publication  of  the  Mission  News,  issued  quarterly,  and  which  con- 
tains much  very  valuable  and  interesting  information. 

The  Augusta  Mission  is  of  vital  importance  to  our  church,  and  on  the 
earnest  band  of  workers  of  this  mission  we  invoke  Divine  direction  and 
protection,  and  urge  our  co-laborers  to  even  greater  zeal  in  the  interest  of 
this  important  point,  and  most  earnestly  hope  for  the  early  adjustment  of 
all  demands  against  this  enterprise,  which  should  be  so  near  and  dear  to 
oar  hearts.

Students  paying  full  college  tuition  have  the  privilege  of  taking  any  two 
studies  of  the  Business  Department  without  extra  charge. 

PREPARATORY  $  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  is  under  thorough  and  efficient  management.  The  course  of 
study  covers  a  period  of  three  years— Junior,  Middle,  and  Senior. 

BUSINESS^  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Trustees  at  their  meeting  in  June  last  unanimoi dy  endorsed  the  plan 
proposed  for  a  Technical  Department  in  the  College. 

The  branches  taught  are  Plain  and  Ornamental  Penmanship,  Book-keeping, 
Type-writing,  Short-hand  and  Telegraphy.  The  time  required  for  the  comple- 
tion of  any  study  will  depend  upon  the  aptness  and  industry  of  the  student. 
Ordinarily  thi-eeto  five  months  will  Le  required  for  thorough  acquaintance  with 
any  of  the  branches.  When  a  student  has  successfully  completed  the  required 
course  in  any  study,  a  certificate  to  that  effect  will  be  given  him. 

The  tuition  rates  will  be  as  follows  :  Ary  one  study,  $20.00;  any  two  studies, 
$ -50.00  ;  any  three  studies,  $45.00.  The  entire  course,  $57  00. 

Estimated  cost  of  student  in  this  department:  Two  studies,  $30.00;  Board 
three  months,  $35.0j.   Total,  $65.00. 

BOARDS  ETC. 

Students  ro  nning  in  College  can  get  good  board  at  $8.C0  per  month,  payable  in 
atvance  monthly.  Room  rent,  fuel,  etc.,  and  washing,  per  month,  $2.00.  Total, 
per  month,  $10.00.
